President 
Orders Full 
FBI Report 

WASHINGTON (AP) _ p res i. 
dent Johnson has ordered the 
FBI to prepare a detailed report 
on the assassination of Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy and that 
the people be told all the facts. 

The report is to cover, too, tha 
assassination of Lee Harvey Os- 
wald, the accused slayer of the 
late President, the White House 
announced Monday, 

Johnson has “directed all fed- 
eral agencies to co-operate, and 
the people of the nation may be 
sure that all of the facts will 
be made public the White House 
said. 

The announcement came aft- 
er Rep. Hale Boggs of Louisi- 
ana, the assistant House Demq- 
cratic leader, suggested a high- 
level congressional investigation 
of Kennedy’s assassination. 

Citing the fact that the kill- 
ling of Oswald, 24, aborted the 
normal public disclosure and 
weighing of evidence in a trial, 
Boggs said he thinks- Congress 
should conduct a careful inquiry 
to determine the facts, assem- 
ble them for public considera- 
tion and try to answer any ques- 
tions that may linger in Ameri- 
cans’ minds. . 

National Matter 

Asked whether plans by Tex- 
as officials to conduct a state 
court of inquiry into the two 
killings had any effect on his 
proposal, Boggs said they did 
not. 

“This is a national matter,” 
he said. 

Authorities in Dallas, where a 
sniper's rifle bullets ended Ken- 
nedy’s life Friday, say the evi- 
dence is conclusive and that the 
case is closed— so far as the 
question of Oswald’s guilt or in- 
nocence is concerned. 

Perhaps feeling that there is 
still some uneasiness in the pub- 
lic mind, Dallas Police Chief Jes- 
se Curry said his department in- 
tends to make all the evidence 
public unless federal agencies 
want some withheld. 

A further problem is the per- 
sistent campaign by some So- 
viet propaganda agencies to de- 
pict the killing of Oswald, who 
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jhad steadily protested his inno-

The killing of the President 
was considered likely to revive 
interest in a bill how pending in ; 
the Senate Commerce Commit- 
tee to regulate the sale of fire- 
arms by mail. 

The pending bill, by Sena- 
tor Thomas J. Dodd D-Conn„ 
would require persons buying 
firearms by mall to certify they 
were not under 18, had not been 
convicted of a felony and that 
the purchase would not violate j 
local law.
